The  Founder 


James  E.  Shepard  was  born  November  3,  1875,  in  Raleigh,  the 
son  of  Reverend  Samuel  Augustus  and  Harriet  Whitted  Shepard. 
He  received  his  undergraduate  and  professional  training  at 
Shaw  University,  from  which  he  graduated  in  1894.  In  1895,  Dr. 
Shepard  married  Annie  Day  Robinson.  They  had  two  daughters, 
Marjorie  and  Annie. 

In  1910,  Dr.  Shepard  founded  this  institution  as  a  center  for 
religious  training  and  named  it  the  National  Religious  Training 
School  and  Chautauqua.  Later  it  was  renamed  the  National 
Training  School.  In  its  early  years,  the  school  was  kept  afloat  by 
the  philanthropy  of  Dr.  Shepard's  friends  from  both  the  North 
and  South.  When  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  provid- 
ed support  in  1923,  the  name  changed  once  again  to  become  Dur- 
ham State  Normal  School. 

Dr.  Shepard  faced  great  difficulties  in  keeping  the  doors  open. 
He  traveled  many  miles,  made  many  physical  and  financial  sacri- 
fices, and  always  managed  to  uplift  his  race  as  he  went  on.  He  had 
faith  and  believed  that  his  faith  would  pay  off  in  abundant  divi- 
dends. 

In  1925,  the  institution  became  North  Carolina  College  for  Ne- 
groes, the  first  state-supported,  liberal  arts  college  for  blacks  in 
the  United  States.  Its  first  four-year  college  class  graduated  in 
1929.  In  1947,  the  college's  name  was  changed  to  North  Carolina 
College  at  Durham.  The  1969  General  Assembly  made  the  insti- 
tution of  the  state's  regional  universities  and  changed  the  name, 
finally,  to  North  Carolina  Central  University. 

At  his  time  of  death.  Dr.  Shepard  had  guided  this  university 
from  its  humble  beginnings  to  great  heights  in  higher  education. 
He  left  a  memorial  of  service  and  achievement  which  may  be 
emulated  by  all  persons  connected  with  North  Carolina  Central 
University.

North  Carolina  Central 
University  Museum  Of  Art 


The  North  Carolina  Central  University's  Art 
Museum  had  it  s  beginnings  in  a  small  room  of 
the  Old  Fine  Arts  building.  Later  it  moved  to  a 
larger  space  in  the  Old  Cafeteria  building  and 
finally  to  the  building  in  which  it  now  resides. 
Today,  the  Art  Museum  exists  as  a  separate 
facility  that  is  comprised  of  a  main  gallery  and 
offices. 

The  North  Carolina  Central  University  Art 
Museum  was  dedicated  on  Founders  Day,  No- 
vember 4,  1977.  The  facility  was  designed  to 
house  the  University's  growing  art  collection 
and  temporary  exhibitions.  The  museum  rep- 
resents the  culmination  of  a  dream  that  can  be 
traced  back  to  the  earliest  days  of  art  instruc- 
tion on  the  campus. 

Throughout  the  history  of  the  Museum  there 
has  been  an  emphasis  on  the  presentation  of 
art  exhibits  that  expose  the  campus  communi- 
ty to  a  broad  array  of  visual  art  forms.  Particu- 
larly, the  Museum  has  featured  the  works  of 
the  all-too-often  overlooked  minority  artists. 

In  addition  to  special  exhibits,  the  Museum 
maintains  a  permanent  collection.  The  main 
focus  of  the  Museum  is  African-American  art. 
However,  it's  collection  is  by  no  means  limited 
to  African-.American  art.  It  includes  European, 
African,  and  Oceanic  works. 

So,  for  keeping  our  heritage  alive,  hats-off  to 
North  Carolina  Central  University's  Museum 
of  Art  because  they  have  it  going  on.

Dr.  Richmond  worked  at  the 
U.S.  Naval  Weapons  Labora- 
tory in  Dahlgren,  VA  and 
started  his  teaching  career  at 
Syracuse  University  in  Syra- 
cuse, NY.  Later,  he  served  as 
associate  professor  until  he 
was  drafted  to  be  Assistant 
Dean  in  the  School  of  Business 
at  Howard  University  in 
Washington,  D.C.  Knowing  he 
was  no  ordinary  "barn  yard 
fowl,"  Dr.  Tyronza  Richmond 
found  his  home  here  in  Dur- 
ham among  the  mighty  "Ea- 
gles" of  NCCU,  as  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Business  in  1977.

Omega  Psi  Phi  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  the 
first  men's  greek  letter  organization  to 
be  established  on  a  black  college  cam- 
pus. It  was  founded  on  November  17, 
1911  at  Howard  University,  Washington 
D.C.  by  Bishop  Edgar  A.  Love,  Dr.  Ernest 
E.  Just,  Prof.  Frank  Coleman,  and  Dr.  Os- 
car J.  Cooper.  The  fraternity  was  incor- 
porated October  28,  1914.  Omega  Psi  Phi 
was  founded  by  men  who  adopted  the 
ideals  of  "Manhood,  Scholarship,  Perse- 
verance, and  Uplift"  as  their  four  Cardi- 
nal Principles.  The  Brothers  of  Omega 
Psi  Phi  adhere  to  the  motto:  "Friendship 
is  essential  to  the  soul." 

The  Mighty  Tau  Psi  Chapter  was  found- 
ed here  at  NCCU  on  October  28,  1932  by 
W.D.  Hill,  W.G.  Pearson  and  Jimmie 
Jones.  Omega  Psi  Phi  is  the  largest  black 
greek  letter  organization.  The  fraternity 
is  composed  of  an  elite  group  of  men  ded- 
icated to  the  improvement  of  society  and 
the  betterment  of  all  mankind.

The  sorority  seeks  to  reach  college 
women  in  all  parts  of  the  country  who  de- 
sire to  follow  the  ideals  and  objectives  of 
their  founders.  These  objectives  of  woman- 
hood, scholarship,  service,  and  sisterly  love 
have  brought  together  women  of  various 
professions. 

Phi  Beta  Sigma  Fraternity,  Inc.  was  found- 
ed on  January  9,  1914  on  the  campus  of 
Howard  University.  The  fraternity's  first 
brothers  were:  A.  Langston  Taylor,  Charles 
I.  Brown,  and  Leonard  F.  Morse.  The  Fra- 
ternity displays  the  ideas  and  principles  of 
brotherhood,  scholarship  and  service. 
Since  its  beginning,  thousands  of  men,  in- 
cluding George  Washington  Carver,  have 
crossed  the  Burning  sands  of  sigmadom 
and  abide  by  the  motto  of  "Culture  for  Ser- 
vice and  Service  for  Humanity."

The  Reverend  Paige  L.  Cbargois  is  a  native  Virginian  having  received  her  early  education  in  the 
Richmond  Public  School  System.  She  is  a  graduate  of  Austin  Peay  State  University,  Clarksville, 
TN,  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Psychology  and  Journalism. 

After  being  licensed  into  the  Gospel  Ministry  by  First  Baptist  Church,  Norfolk,  Virginia,  she  I 
completed  her  ministerial  preparation  at  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  KY. 
She  was  the  first  female  minister  licensed  and  ordained  at  either  of  these  churches  and  continued 
to  be  widely  received  in  hundreds  of  churches  within  the  USA  and  has  preached,  taught,  evange- 
lized and  engaged  in  missions  on  four  continents  of  the  world  while  living  in  or  traveling  through 
29  different  countries. 

Rev.  Cbargois  is  the  former  Managing  Editor  of  the  National  Baptist  Voice  newspaper.  She  has 
also  served  as  Assistant  and  Associate  Pastor  in  several  churches  as  well  as  Director  of  Christian 
Education  and  Minister  of  Missions  during  the  10  years  of  ministry.  She  has  served  as  a  Summer 
Missionary  in  both  New  Orleans,  LA,  and  Baltimore,  MD. 

Rev.  Cbargois  has  received  numerous  awards,  ciations  and  honors  throughout  school  from 
churches  and  community  groups.  In  1981  she  was  named  "Outstanding  Young  Woman  of  Ameri- 
can," and  in  1984  she  was  honored  as  "A  Woman  in  the  Betbune  Tradition"  awarded  by  the 
National  Council  of  Negro  Women  for  her  service  to  the  community. 

She  is  a  member  of  the  national  organization  of  Campus  Ministry  Women,  the  National  Baptist  ' 
Student  Union  Advisors,  NAACP,  the  Mental  Health  Association,  YWCA  and  the  Alpha  Kappa 
Alpha  Sorority,  Inc.,  as  well  as  both  the  Durham  Ministers  Association  and  the  Interdenomination- 
al Ministerial  Alliance.

Tomara-Maria  Simmons 
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Minister  Louis  Farrakhan,  the 
dynamic  leader  of  the  Nation  of 
Islam,  commonly  referred  to  as 
the  "Black  Muslims,"  spoke  on 
campus  in  McDougald  Gymnasi- 
um. The  program  was  attended 
by  those  of  interested  students, 
community  members,  the  press, 
and  those  of  Muslim  faith. 

Accompanied  by  the  "Fruit  of  Is- 
lam" and  his  son,  Farrakhan 
spoke  and  the  world  listened. 
Minister  Farrakhan's  message 
was  centered  around  the  educa- 
tion or  mis-education  of  the 
Black  man.  His  message  was 
laced  with  historical  anecdote  as 
he  chronicled  the  plight  of  disen- 
franchised people  of  color  from  a 
national  and  international  per- 
spective. Focusing  on  the  contem- 
porary issues  which  plague  our 
society,  Farrakhan  made  the  ob- 
servations that  our  educational, 
and  medical  systems  are  ineffec- 
tive. 


He  noted  that  our  teachers  are 
unable  to  teach  our  children,  our 
medical  doctors  are  unable  to 
cure  our  ills,  and  our  economists 
are  unable  to  solve  our  nation's 
financial  problems.  Yet,  each 
year  our  universities  continue  to 
graduate  individuals  called 
teachers,  doctors  and  economists. 
He  challenged  our  historically 
Black  university  to  become  a  ve- 
hicle for  the  liberation,  rather 
than  the  continued  suppression 
of  the  Black  man. 

Farrakhan  concluded  with  a  call 
to  Islam  as  the  "true  religion." 
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It's  All  About  That  Eagle  Funk!

The  drum  majors, 

Spell  and  Demo,  take  control  of  the  field  with  the  rest  of  the  band. 

However,  they  just  don't  march  .    .  they  rock,  bounce,  and  sway  to  the 

latest  hits.  And  if  that  wasn't  enough,    the  Machine  drives  the 

crowd  mad  with  the  new  freak  of  the  week.  From  the  running 

man  to  the  little  man,  the  band  gets  the  crowd's  approval  with 

overwhelming  shouts  and  cheers. 

Knowing  that  they  have  completed  the  best  routine, 
the  Sound  Machine  marches  back  to  the  stands  for 
a  well  deserved  break.  But,  they  don't  keep  qui- 
et for  long.  They  get  that  Eagle  Spirit.  From 
the  go-go  cadences  to  the  chants  of  boom- 
chicka-boom,   they   keep   the   crowds 
pepped  around  them.

The  Security  of  the 
First  World,  otherwise  known  as  SIW,  held  Flav 
atop  their  shoulders.  His  message  intensified  as  the 
spectators  watched  a  demagogue  at  work. 

The  music  began  and  political  and  cultural  aware- 
ness was  stressed.  Chuck  D.,  the  main  rapper  of  Pub- 
lic Enemy,  paused  on  occasions  to  simplify  the  inten- 
tion of  such  song  as  "Fight  the  Power"  and  Rebel 
Without  a  Pause."  Those  who  came  for  the  concert 
were  not  disappointed  for  it  truly  was  a  forum. 
Homecoming  '89  was  a  musical  rally  with  a  serious 
political  message.

A  conference  scout  said  that  the  Ea-  i 
gles  of  North  Carolina  Central  Uni- 
versity would  undoubtly  soar  to  new 
heights.

With  the  gi- 
ant cleats  of  Earl  "Air"  Harvey  to 
fill.  Rick  Withcher  stepped  in  as 
quarterback.  But  we  needed  a  new 
approach.  We  needed  an  aggressive, 
"take  it  to  'em"  offense.  With  moves 
like  Eric  Metcalf,  power  like  Her- 
shal  Walker,  and  the  diversity  of 
Randall  Cunningham,  Chris  Brew- 
ington  emerged  to  rekindle  the  of- 
fense. Brewington  rallied  the  Eagles 
from  a  nose-dive  during  the  Fay- 
etteville  State  game  to  their  rightful 
position  as  birds  of  prey.  The  offen- 
sive line,  led  by  Dominic  Wither- 
spoon,  a  Freedom  Bowl  selection, 
and  veterans  Willie  Buckley  and  An- 
thony Sterling,  were  stalwarts  in 
the  trenches.

McDougald  Gymnasium  erupted  with 
pandemonium  unusual  even  for  our  high- 
spirited  Eagles  when  Derrick  Leak 
blocked  Jonathan  Hardin's  driving  base- 
line jumper. 


Excitement  bounced  off  the  rafters  as  the 
crowd  rose  to  its  feet  chanting  "NCCU!!!" 
As  the  letters  echoed  through  the  air, 
those  fighting  birds  of  prey  turned  up  the 
heat.  "...  it's  hot  in  here!  There  must  be 
an  Eagle  in  the  atmosphere!" 

The  victory  over  the  Winston-Salem  State 
Rams  marked  the  Eagles'  13th  straight 
home  win  and  concluded  the  fifth  20-game 
plus  season  for  Head  Coach  Michael  Ber- 
nard. This  game  also  evoked  an  outstand- 
ing player  accomplishment.  Jeffrey  Hayes 
set  an  NCCU  single-season  record  with 
111  assists. 

This  year's  edition  of  the  Fighting  Eagles 
journyed  to  the  CIAA  Tournament  in 
Norfolk,  VA.  and  the  NCAA  South  Re- 
gional Finals  in  Lakeland,  FL.  In  Norfolk, 
the  Eagles  were  eliminated  in  the  semi- 
finals losing  to  Norfolk  State,  56  to  59.  In 
Lakeland,  they  lost  a  hard-fought  battle 
that  went  into  overtime  with  Jacksonville 
State,  88  to  95.  After  two  consecutive  ap- 
pearances in  the  NCAA  Tournament,  the 
Mighty  Eagles  of  NCCU  are  now  known 
nationwide.

EDITOR'S  COMMENTS 

While  in  office  as  Editor  of  the  Eagle  Yearbook,  I  learned  not  only 
how  to  do  layouts,  edit  copy  and  produce  an  annual,  but  I  also 
discovered  North  Carolina  Central  University  in  a  whole  new 
light.  Never  did  I  imagine  the  difficulty  involved  in  evoking  coop- 
eration and  support  from  the  student  body  and  administration. 

When  I  joined  the  staff  in  1987,  the  last  yearbook  produced  was  in 
1984,  but  we  (the  staff)  published  all  those  back  issues  and  the 
1987  edition.  We  were  a  team  then  and  our  teammwork  was  very 
effective.  In  1989,  however,  all  that  changed.  Most  of  the  faculty 
and  administration,  as  well  as  the  student  body,  did  not  take  their 
pictures.  When  asked  why,  the  answers  ranged  from,  "I  don't  have 
time"  to  "My  hair  just  doesn't  look  right."  Taking  a  picture  took 
only  10  minutes  and  seniors  wore  caps.  Who  would  know  their  hair 
wasn't  right.  How  could  this  staff  or  any  other  staff  put  together  a 
"good"  yearbook  when  only  half  of  the  university  bothered  to  take 
pictures? 

In  my  opinion,  this  particular  annual  is  not  a  true  representation 
of  the  university.  Or  is  it?  Out  of  a  graduating  class  of  about  600, 
only  22'2  seniors  are  featured  here.  Out  of  870  faculty  and  staff, 
about  1.50  took  pictures  and  out  of  over  4000  underclassmen,  only 
4.53  are  shown.  Could  it  be  that  the  lack  of  participation  is  the 
perfect  representation  of  NCCU?  These  people  with  "no  time" 
and  "hair  problems",  however,  did  not  hesitate  to  ridicule,  com- 
plain and  criticize  when  the  yearbook  got  off  schedule,  wasn't 
thick  enough  or  lacked  photos.  My  belief  is:  If  you  didn't  take  your 
picture,  you  can't  complain.  People  just  do  not  realize  how  much 
planning,  time  and  dedication  are  required  to  do  this  job.  They 
don't  understand  that  its  a  group  thing.  One  person  can  not  do  it 
alone. 

I  want  to  thank  those  who  stuck  by  me  those  long  nights,  week- 
ends and  this  summer  until  the  book  was  completed.  I  also  want  to 
thank  those  who  took  their  pictures  and  helped  us  in  our  efforts  to 
get  this  89-90  Eagle  Yearbook  into  everyone's  hands.
